teen or seventeen year locusts. It is n 
matter to which cycle family they be 
long, it is true that they are with us b 
the million, with many more millions 
corning out of the ground every day. I 
many quarters of the city where ther 
are trees the ground presents this per 
forated appearance: 


The dots represent the holes in th 


ground from which the locusts emerge 
They are young, but they are able t 
crawl. The) roost on fences and posts 
but the most of them crawl up into th 
treos. In some quarters of the city th 
locusts are so thick that it is impossibl 
to go through back yards without step 
ping on the pests. The locusts actually 
come out of the ground in the cellars a 
many dwellings, and in every such case 
more or less 
alarm is felt, to sa) 


nothing of 
the 
trouble occasionet 


by the knowledge that insects 
are 


crawling around, and may get into th< 
beds or the milk. The invasion has been 
in progress in Decatur for a week, and i 
is a serious problem as to how thi 
locusts are to be dealt with in a sue 
cpssf ul manner. Just notice" on the 
trees and fences as you go along thi 
streets, and you will not fail to observe 
the locusts, and later you will hear thei; 
ear-splitting music.

The wing covers are leathery 
narrower than than the wings, butequa 
to them in length; the wings are large 
reticulated, fold like a fan, and are often 
beautifully covered—red, pink, brown 
green or blue. Thp power of flight of 
locusts has been the subject of much 
dispute, some asserting that they can fly 
a great distance, others that they 
have but little power of flight, and aie 
merely carried before a gale of wind 
The truth seems to be between these 
\vo extreme opinions. Locusts fly well 
but they are sometimes wafted by wind: 
whe.-e their power of flight would never 
lave carried them. Their food consists 
of the leaves and green stalks of plants 
:he mandibles and maxillae are strong 
sharp and toothed and in eating they 
use their fore feet to bring the food to 
heir mouths. They geneially quite con 
iiuue any stalk of grass or other green 
hing which they have selected and cut 
The terrible voyagesof locusts are owing 
to the vast numbers in which they ap- 
pear, lilling tho air like flakes of snow 
darkening the sky, so that objects 
:ast no shadow—seeming in the dis 
tanco like thick smoke -advancing with 
a sound like tho rushing of chariots or 
vaters, or, in the words of the prophet, 
Foci, 'like the noise of a flame of fire 
hat dc^oureththc stubble;' whilst as he 
ileo says, 'the land is as the garden of 
Men before them, and behind them a 
desolate wilderness.' They eat up every 
•reen thing, and after the grass and 
eaves, they devour in their hunger the 
>ark of trees and shrubs.

ad pestilence. When driven by a strong 
ind into the sea, they have been some- 
imes flung back on the beach in such 
uantities as to produce a stench in- 
ferable to a great distance. Locusts 
re found in almost all parts of the 
•orld except the coldest regions, but 
hey abound chiefly in tropical and sub- 
ropical countries, and most of all in 
rabia and Africa. 
The eastern and 


southern parts of Europe are occasionally 
visited by their destructive hosts, and 
n.the south of France, rewards are paid 
or the collection of locusts and their egge. 
"'ho eggs are found cemented together 
n little masses in the ground, The-in- 
sects thf mselves are taken by means of 


stout cloth, the edge of which is made 


10 sweep over the surface of the ground, 
and the locusts \thus thrown together 
are quickly gathered into sacks. A 
similar mode of diminishing the nuisance 


3 adopted in North America; but before 
n invasion such districts of Asia and 


Africa are occasionally subjected to, ali 
human efforts fails. Locusts are eaten 
n many countries, roasted or fried in 
mtter. They are also preserved in brtoe 
r dried in the sun. They thus appear 
in the markets of Arabia, Syria, 


and Madagascar, and «ie ejen exported 
as an article of commerce.

The 
men did not receive the order with good 
grace, but obeyed the command to move 
on. When the cage containing the men 
entered the mine the crowd dispeifced, 
and all was serene again 
The officers 


were ordered to eject every person not 
having business with the company from 
the grounds, and carried out their in 
structions to -the letter. Sheriff Peil was 
at the mine ready to go on duty with 
deputies if necessary, but the police were 
able to handle tho crowd and his ser- 
vices were not required. 


V ICT1MS OF C.KI.FD. 


It will no doubt be a matter of sur- 


prise to many to know that at thi s mo- 
ment there is more than i,000,000 bush 
els of Pittsburg coal ofloat at the Cairo 
harbor enough for n full two years' 
supply, says the Cairo telegram. This 
coal was originally intended for the 
southern ports, but such immense quan- 
tities have already been sent there that 
there is no demand for it, and is not 
likely to be for a year or more. Conse- 
quently it is left there for a market, The 
present stiike has created a local de- 
mand for it, and has prevented its being 
sold at a loss. It is therefore not the 
interest of those owners to see the strike 
terminated. On the contrary they prob 
ably would not care if the miners in this 
state did not dig out another ton foi two 
years. 
Pittsburg is better than the 


southern Illinois product jet it is now- 
selling for \ery little more than the ordi- 
nary price of Illinois coal. It is claimed 
that other Ohio river ports aie full of 
Pennsylvania coal biought down tho 
river in barges. Itlfoks like the Penn- 
sylvania miners have overstocked the 
west and have got up a strike to allow it 
to be worked off.

TKKKI HAUTE, Ind., May 20.—Over 700 


striking coal miners of the Indiana dis- 
trict arrived in the _ city at 8 o'clock last 
night on a cSptured Big Four Ireight 
train. The train was sidetracked here 
and the miners are still at the Big Foui 
station waiting to board the fiist train for 
the west to-day 


The miners are bound for Pana, 111., to 


join 3,000 Illinois men who will make, an 
effort to close the mines in that district, 
which have been in operation since the 
great miners' strike was called in April. 
The train cancelled here was captured at 
Grant, where the men had assembled 
during the day with the intention of go 
ing to Pana. As soon as the train was 
captured the trainmen informed Train- 
master Doyle at Mattoon who sent a dis 
patch to Terre Haute ordering the train 
to b3 annulled and the "tears sidetracked 


Trainmaster Doyle also telegraphed to 


Chief of Police Meagher, informing him 
of the capture and asking him for the 
protection of property. The train was 
just pulling in when the police officers 
arrived. As it passed the depot the ap 
pearance of each, box car covere^f with 
men gave the impression that thojre weiv 
nearly 3,000 miner*. The new*' of th. 
captured train's arrival soon S^ead and 
hundreds of citizens were scfon at the 
station to see the peculiar g'cene. The 
quietude of the men was a ^urprise, ant 
even after they became a)«are that th 
train had been canceled there was n 
complaint.

Coal Miners 


DEIAID THE RELEISE OF F 


Organize and Arm for Their Res- 


cue, but are Deterred by th« Pres- 


ence of the Militia—No Further 


Trouble Apprehended. ' 


LA SALLE, 111., May 25.—From the 


present indications the strikers' riot- 
ing has only commenced and it points to 
great disaster. 
The miners, though 


very orderly in La Salle all day. are 
but preparing for an uprising that will 
undoubtedly result in slaughter to hu- 
man life and great destruction of prop- 
erty, 


When the committee appointed at 


the mass meeting' held in Turn hall 
yesterday morning learned through 
their attorney, David Ross, that the 
two La Salle prisoners who were 
lodged in the La Salle county jail were 
to be tried in Ottawa, a notice was sent 
to La Salic to tha* effect. 


Accordingly the Spring Valley strik- 


ers called a mass meeting and passed 
resolutions denouncing such action, 
and requested that the prisoners be re- 
turned to La Salle for trial, stating that 
if this be granted them they would re- 
main orderly. Otherwise they would 
organize, arm themselves, march to Ot- 
tawa and liberate the men, even though 
it be necessary to demolish the county 
jail to accomplish their object. 


This notice was sent to Sheriff Tay- 


lor at Ottawa, and the sheriff at once 
answered them saying that the prison- 
ers would be tried before Squire Weeks 
in Ottawa, and that he would be pleased 
to meet them. This answer threw the 
Spring Valley anarchists into a frenzy, 
and a second mass meeting TV as held, 
at which the miners decided to organize 
and arm themselves and march to Ot- 
tawa and carry out their purpose. 


Word v,ah soon sent to the La Salle 


and Peru miners and they will meet 
the strikers from La Salle on the Peru 
road between Spring Valley and Peru, 
between ."> and 0 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 


This news has greatly excited the 


cities of both La Salle and Ottawa and 
preparations are rapidly going on for 
the worst. 


In Ottawa the city is being patrolled i 


by heavily-armed men on horseback 
and on foot 
In La Salle (.the citizens 


feel a safety in the presence of the 
state militia and are depending on them 
for protection. 


Another report has iust reached here 
that Toluca has sent a well-armed del- 
egation, and that they are now in the 
vicinity of Utica, and will join the com- 
Vbined mobs from Spring Valley, Peru 
and La Salle as they pass en route to 
Ottawa.

SHERIFF HELMS' 
PRISONERS. 


The Striking Miner* F«ll»to Release Them 


—A Compromise. 


CENTRAIIA, iff., May 25.—The eighty- 


eight strikers who were arrested yes- 
terday by Helms and his deputies at 
Odin, 111., were placed in the armory 
here last night, guarded by a strong 
force of deputies. In the meantime the 
remainder of the mob of 400 strikers 
h£ld a mass meeting, and sent word to 
the sheriff that if tha prisoner^ were 
not released this morning an attack 
would be made on the armory by the 
strikers, reinforced from the miners1 at 
Sandoval and Duquoin. for the purpose 
of rescuing the men wlio were under 
arrest. 


This move had been anticipated by 


Sheriff Helms, who had made a call on 
the governor for troops, and this morn- 
ing before the strikers had decided 
what course to pursue the sheriff had 
nnder his command four companies of 
state militia from Effingham. Vandalia, 
Carbondale and this city. 


This show of force took all 
the 


belligerency out of the strikers, who 
have been very quiet all day. 


At the preliminary hearing of the 


eighty-eight prisoners it was agreed 
between counsel that twenty of the 
men should confess to the charge of 
conspiracy, the prosecuting attorney 
agreeing to release the others on their 
own recognisance to appear at the next 
term of the Marion county court in 
July. Bond in the cases of the twenty 
men was fixed at 8500 each, but was not 
furnished to-day. They expect to re- 
gain their liberty to-morrow. Tlie mi- 
litia will remain on guard here until all 
danger of a further outbreak is past. 
•Adjt.-Gen. JBayle does not apprehend 
any more trouble.

WHISKY DID IT. 


A Drunken Nonunion ^Tan Shoots and Kllitf 


His Chum. 


CI.EVEI.AXD. O., May 20.—Early yes- 


terday morning1 a fatal shooting oc- 
curred as a sequence of adntnken quar- 
rel among1 the nonunion employes at 
the Standard foundry. The nonunion 
men have been sleeping1 in a dormitory 
at the foundry, and Thursday night 
took to their apartment a largu quan- 
tity of whisky,, soon becoming wildly 
intoxicated. In the midst of their bick- 
ering's, Bernard Lange, of Detroit, drew 
a revolver and fired point blank into 
the crowd. The bullet struck Lathe's 
chum, Franz Labunde, also of Detroit, 
inflicting a wound from which he died 
at noon yesterday. Lange is in jail.

Miners In Stickle Hollow, Pa. 


Covx EIJ.SVILI.E, Pa. , May 20. —The cold, 


ceaseless rain of Thursday night and 
yesterday morning doubtless prevented 
for a time, at least, a repetition of 
Thursday's bloody affair at the Wash- 
ington mines in Stickle Hollow. The 
strikers were fully determined to 
avenge those of their fellows who fell 
in Thursday's battle with the depu- 
ties.
